FIRE AT SEA.

Partienlnrs of the Burning of the Steam-
ship Melita—Rexcne ol the Urew,

The N. Y. Herald of this morning recounts the
following:

A tew days glnce we published a brief accounl
of the burning of the s camship Melita, Cuptain
James Bumper, of Liverpool, un the 6th inst.,
while on the passage from Boston to that port,
By the ship .Jaceb A. B:awmler, Cantain Georgze
Bampson, which arrivel bere yesterday, thirly-
nine days jfom Havre, having on board the
cavtain, second aond bird offivers, sureeon, chief
sud second assiztant engineers, steward, and
fitey-fourof the paseecngeras of the 11l (ated veasel,
we have full paiticulars of the disaster and full
aesurunce of tbe ratory of all who were involved,

The steamship Melita left the port of Boston,
on Auguet 27, under as [air aospices as ever
vessel went 1o sea, with an segregate of 108
soals on hoard, Without foretnought of disaster
or prescience of 111 (ate in the miods of crew or
pas:engers, she proceed: d on her voynge, and at
two o'clock on the morning of the bih instant
had reached latltude 48 deg. 54 min, vorth,
longitude 20 dew, 20 min, west, Al this Lime,
and while bouting steadily aloug over the grent
weete of water stretehing to the honzon on
every eide, & large part of the crex and most of
the puesengers being wrapped in  undis-
turbed  slumber, the cry of “Fire!" was
ralsed.

The fire galped headway, and daylight broke
upon & doomed vessel aiid 1lluminated the spec-
tucle ot desperate men vainly stroggling against
a terrible iate menacing thea beyond ail hooe of
escape. Notwithstaudiog the spparent helpless-
ness of battling against what seemed Insvituble
destruction, the fight was bravely muintained
tirough the first hoers of the new-bora day;
every glavce belug moxionsly, ever and anon,
turned towards the horizen on either side In the
anxiows hope ot descrying some friendly sail,
drawn to thelr relier by the column of smoke
which bore testimouy for miles of their despe-
ra'e siralt, As muy naturially be supposed, the
groatest alarm  and  consternation prevalled
smong the lemale passengers aud children, and
crles and shricks ol agony miugled witn the
crackling of the flerce flames, increasing the
general distress,

At about half-past eight o’clock a sall hove in
slght. At its tirst appearance the joy exhibited
by the struggling unioriunates was beyond de-
soription, but was soon changed to a terrible
dread, and fuces blancoed again at the thoognt
that perbaps no votice would pe taken of their
situation, This fear, however, wus dissipated,
aud & feellpg of thankinlmess and gratitude

too streng  for demonstrative utierasce
took poessession of wll when (t became
apparent that they had been percelved

wud that the sail was bearing down en them.
The v e8¢l proved fo be the American ship Jacob
A, Stim'er, Captaln Geosge SBampson, (rom
Hasre, bound to New York, and In response to
a signal from Caplain Sumoper lav to for thelr
relief, All hope of saving the Melita bad long
since been given up; but o stay the progress ot
the finmes until such time as the passengers—
mostly women and children—and crew eould
be got off called for every exertion, No tme
was had 1o save auytbine: indeed, the passen-
gru. beiue with ene exeeption in the steerage,
a4 before this loet their sll; bat boats being
gpeedily got out from voth vessels the work
of thraunsferring the women amd chlldren
commenced, the ma'e passeneers aad erew fol-
luw ug the ofticerss bande n 1 g the burning vessol
in the iast extremity, Uweuly hours were oc:
copied in this work, und at 4 o'clock A. M. on
Beptember 6, both veseels drifled somewhat, in
Intitude 40 deg, 4 min, vorth, longitade 28 deg,
30 min, west, the Stawler gol under way aza'n,
lighted on her course by the pglare ot the burn-
Ing steamer, now complotely wrapped 1o flames,
which folded her e s leree embrace as thoush
trinmi hing in a savage glee, having won undis-
turbed posression of thelr prey. The noxt
morplvg she had eutirely disappesared,

OBITUARY.

Rev. Henry Mart Milman, D, D,

Wo learn by cable that the Very Rev, Henry
Hart Miman, Dean ol Bt, Paal's,died at London
yesterday at the age of seventy-seven. The de
c_vurd was Lhe voungest som of the late Sir
Francis Milman, Bart., physiciau to Gregory 11T,
He was boin in Londun ruury 10, 1791, and
wus educated ut Oxford, where he graduated in
due course, In 1817 he thok orders, and shortly
afterwards was appointed Vicar of St. Mary's
Reading, Hie tragedy of Fazio was scted with
suecess at Covent Garden, aud etill remaing a
stock play. "“Samor,” a herole poem, ap-
peared in 1818; amother poem, “The Fall
of Jerusalem,” founded on the mnarra-
tive of Josephuws, in 1820, They were
followed by “Anne Boleyn.” “The Martyr of
Antioch,” and “Belshazzar.,” But his lieracy
fawe resis chiefly on his great historical works,
which beloug among the best of this deoart-
ment of Engiish literature. A “‘History of the
Jews,” published In 1885; a “'History ot Chris-
tianity,” in 1840; a **History ol Latin Chris.
tiunity,” In 1866, Other works ol Milmau are,
“Notes and 1llostrations to Gibbhon's Decline
and Fall” a “Life of Keats," and *Hebvrew Pro-
pheey, & Bermon,” published in 1885, Haalso
edited an iNustrated review of Horace, with a
Lite of the Poet, and was a frm{uvm contribator
to the Quarter/'y Keview, In 1821 he was electod
Professor of Poeiry in the Unlversity of Oxford,
Subsequently be became rec or ot St, Margaret's,
Westminster, and, in 1849, Deun of 8t Paul's,
In chorch questions Dean Milman was one of
the lenders of the Broad Church party.
